SINUS TROUBLE 


I wotld classify sinus trouble as a disease of the educat@ 
classes, which occurs most frequently among those in profession@&} «’ 
life or those who own small businesses. Sinusitis appears to be most.” 
likely to develop ‘in those who earn their livings with their brains 
rather than their muscles and probably the lack of exercise and 
fresh air accompanying brain work is a contributing cause in pro 
ducing the lowered resistance which makes a sinus infection possible 

Inflammation of a sinus, or sinusitis, appears to be more prev 
lent than formerly; however, some of the apparent increase 
undoubtedly due to the fact that sinusitis is now better diagnose 
For this reason many cases that formerly would have been ove 
looked, or incorrectly called “neuralgia,” are now properly diagnos 
as sinus trouble. 

The nasal sinuses are made up of holfow spaces within the bon 
of the skull. For example, the bone above the eye is not solid, b 
contains a hollow cavity called a frontal sinus.
